Until  Alex  Henderson  enrolled 
at  Arizona  State  from  Australia, 
Truex  was  considered  the  best 
distance  man  in  the  United 
States.  Henderson  beat  Truex 
last  spring  in  the  NCAA  track 
finals  at  Berkeley,  Calif.,  in  the 
two-mile. 

Last  year  two  of  the  special 
event  stars  set  new  meet  marks 
in  their  events,  Pole  Vaulter  Ron 
Morris,  an  ex-USC  cinderman, 
vaulted  15’1”  to  break  the  rec- 
ord formerly  held  by  Bob  Rich- 
ards.

Color  will  be  added  to  the 
events  this  year  as  1,100  girls 
from  17  high  school  pep  clubs  in 
Utah  and  Colorado  will  be  par- 
ticipating on  Friday. 


The  Brigham  Young  Cougars 
hosted  Carbon  Junior  College 
Monday  afternoon  and  tramped 
to  a 9-0  victory.

Gary  Wilson  got  the  nod.  Cam- 
pora walked  to  first.  The  bases 
were  loaded.

Thereafter  it  was  a succession 
of  walks  and  base  hits  as  the 
Cougars  refused  to  let  go  of  the 
bat.  On  an  error  by  Carbon’s 
catcher,  Larry  Shank  tallied  an- 
other run,  Wilson  walked  an- 
other man  and  one  more  run 
was  added. 

Ashley  netted  a single  which 
allowed  2nd  and  3rd  base  run- 


ners to  touch  home  plate. 

The  Cougars  had  34  at 
9 hits,  and  9 runs.

MontanaUniversity 
Proposes  Large 
Increase  in  Sports 


MISSOULA,  MONT.  — Montana 
State  University  sjtudents  will 
vote  April  23  on  a fee  increase 
proposal  which  would  provide 
MSU  athletic  department  with 
an  additional  $49,000  yearly. 


The  increase,  termed  by  ath- 
letic director  Jiggs  Dahlberg  “es- 
sential to  the  department  if  we 
are  to  continue  on  an  equal  foot- 
ing with  other  teams  in  he  Sky- 
line,” would  be  the  first  student- 
approved  boost  in  several  years. 

The  proposal  is  to  increase  the 
student  activity  fee  for  athletics 
from  five  to  ten  dollars  per  quar- 
ter. In  exchange,  students  receive 
free  admission  to  all  athletic 
events.  The  athletic  department 
currently  receives  approximately 
half  of  the  student  activity  fee. 


“It’s  no  secret  that  the  Univer- 
sity currently  operates  on  one  of 
the  lowest,  if  not  the  lowest,  bud- 
get in  the  Skyline.  We  feel  that 
additional  revenue  is  needed  to 
produce  teams  capable  of  com- 
peting in  the  conference,”  Dahl- 
berg commented. 


Citing  statistics  which  show 
that  athletic  expenses  have  in- 
creased 100  per  cent  or  more  in 
the  past  20  years,  Dahlberg  said 
the  MSU  athletic  budget  hasn’t 
been  increased  in  proportion. 
“We  are,  in  effect,  operating  on  a 
lower  budget  than  in  1939-40,” 
he  commented. 


He  added  that  the  athletic 
scholarship  program  would  have 
to  be  curtailed  drastically  if  the 
student  increase  is  voted  down.
